Muraii. the tirent British Fishter. 


Artistii-ally Puts Out the 


in Eleventh Round. 


San Francisco, Nov. 2S.—Battling 


Nelson has lost his greatest asset. 
He is the durable Dane no looser. 


The end was not unexpected, at 


that, for while on the receiving eud 
of a volley of hooks and uppercuts 
in the ninth round. Nelson showed 
signs of going to pieces. 


He worried through the tenth 


ronnd all right, principally because 
Moran was biding his time until the 
opportunity for a 
settling 
punch 


should present itself. 
He all 
but 


lasted through the eleventh round 
for a similar reason. 


The opportunity finallj came, how- 


ever, and Nelson went 
down 
full 


length on his back from a right- 
hand crack on the chin. What fol- 
lowed was lovely 
to 
look 
upon. 


Sprawling and hopping, more like a 
toad than a human being, the Dane 
•was half up and wholly down no 
less than five times. 
Once while 


with beat legs and sagging frame 
he rested on his haunches, there was 
a leer of defiance on his blood smear- 
ed face. 
His brain cleared partly, 


but not entirely as he straightened 
up after each knock down or fall. 
It was the easiest thing in the world 
for Moran to clout him ana send him 
floorward again. 


When Nelson pulled himself to- 


gether sufficiently to realize what 
had happened he grasped Moran's 
hand and complimented him on his 
victory, the crowd yelling 
as 
the 


bruiser and the bruised exchanged 
a hearty grip. 


Moran depended principally upon 


body punches. 
He cut loose time 


and again with right swings for a 
point above Nelson left hip. Nelson 
intercepted many of these with his 
elbow and forearm, but still a great 
many of the punches landed. After 
the first knockdown in the eleventh 
round he laid on with the "kidney 
punch," as he did with rights to the 
jaw.

The 
tuan or noiaan, rich or poor, educated 
•r ignorant, bond or free, who has not 
tote onpui of Teueration developed iu 
considerable measure cannot be appre- 
ciative and deferential toward his Cre- 
ator, and hence would not enjoy 
Thanksgiving day. We are glad that 
thes* are comparatively few. We are 
(lad to suppose that the majority of 
this great nation of civilization looked 
up to God with grateful hearts and 
rendered blm thanks for blessings 
manifested.

Nevertheless, the numbers increase 


yearly of those who arc losing their 
reverence for the God of the Bible and 
rAgocljr turning towards a God of Na- 
ture, of whom they profess to know 
comparatively little. These irreverent 
and unthankful fellow-creatures are 
not generally the most ignorant of our 
race, nor the least favored in temporal 
mercies and blessings. Among them 
are many teamed, wealthy, influential. 
Their condition is well represented by 
that of a young woman who called at 
my. study recently. In substance she 
•Aid, "1 hare lost my God. 
I am un- 


Uappy. I am hoping that you will be 
al>Je to assist me in finding him 
again." Thank God. we were able to 
assist her. and now she is able to give 
thanks to God in all sincerity. 


1 am not speaking to the irreverent 


in. this audience, nor to those of this 
class In my larger audience of millions 
all over the world, to whom I speak 
through the public press. I am speak- 
ing to others who. while not yet fully 
in the faith, are still disposed to 
glye thanks. 
I speak to these be- 


cause I realize that each day Is 
bringing to the world greater intelli- 
gence, more independent thoaghtful- 
•ess, iu a wider use of reason. 
I 


•peak because my experience teaches 
that unless these be fully armed with 
tbre Truth and awakened to independ- 
ent thought, they are almost certain to 
fltil into unbelief—Evolution, Higher 
Criticism, and a mere form of godli- 
ness, which denies the real power 
thereof. 
, ThV Truth Shall Mak« You FrM. 


Tbe Great Teacher prayed for his 


followers. "Sanctify them through thy 
Truth; thy Word is Truth (John xrii, 
17). To be forearmed with the Truth 
isTto be safeguarded against tbe error. 
To be ignorant of tbe Truth is to fall 
a.prey to the error—especially in this 
"evil day." when "a thousand shall 
fall at thy side and ten thousand at 
thy right band" (Psalm xcL T). The 
difficulty with us has been that many 
hare supposed that tbe conversion of 
the -world and its sanctification can be 
better accomplished by misrepresenta- 
tion of Dirine Character and Justice. 
Unconsciously we have learned to 
twist and interpret our Bibles to fit 
the erroneous creeds which were hand- 
ed to us by our well-meaning fore- 
fatners. Tbe Day of Judgment upon 
these false creeds is upon us. Un- 
less we learn that they do not prop- 
erly Interpret tbe Bible, we will re- 
ject the Bible when we reject ths 
creeds—and tliat must be very soon 
tor an- thinking people. "To the Law 
•nd to the testimony: if they speak not 
according to this Word, it is because 
there is no tight in them" (Isaiah viii, 
20). 


Causes For Ingratitude. 


"Iconic, let us reason together, saith 


tte* Lord!"5 If our creeds tell us truly 
that we were all born damned, either 
to. Purgatory or to eternal torment, 
should we cive thanks on this ac- 
count? If onr creeds tell truly that 
an'elect handful of saints will escape 
tne torture, how do we know wbeth- 
er.or not we belong to that elect hand- 
ful ? Have we sufficient information 
on this subject to gire thank"? there- 
for? If onr creeds tell truly that near- 
ly all the memlxTS of our families, 
nearly all of onr neighbors and friends, j 
being nnaaimJy. not "sanctified in ' 
Christ Jesus," not followers in tbe 
footsteps of Jesus, not of those "who ' 
walk not after tbe flesh, but after the ' 
spirit"—these all, cscept a mere hand- 
ful, are doomed to more horrible tor- 
ture than tbe worst earthly sufferings 
we could possibly imagine for them. 
and are doomed to these for centuries 
in Purgatory, according to the Catho- 
lic: or for all etwnity. according to 
o»r Protestant theories, can we hon- 
estly thank God for any of these con- 
ditions, if tre believe them to be true? 
Can we "worship in spirit and in 
tfcnth" a Creator who would mxke 
snob ftn atrocious plan? And could

1) 
We bring theni to your attention so 
that we ma> not only demolish them, 
but give you instead the true, satisfac- 
tory portion, the Truth, the Bread that 
came down from beaveu to give life 
eternal, uot merely to tbe saintly few 
of the Church, but to mankind in gen- 
eral. Those who get the proper view 
of our Creator and of his glorious Plan 
for human salvaiiou wilt be forever 
protected from such fears and doubts 
respecting I>Ubie goodness. 
Getting 


tbe proper view of the Ilecveuly Fa- 
ther's character, through tbe discern- 
ment of Uis Plan of the Ages fur spir- 
itual Israel, natural Israel and the 
world in general, they will hereafter 
be able to celebrate etery Thanksgiv- 
ing Day much more abundantly, much 
more iut^llisenily. much more happily 
than any la the past. More than this. 
to these every day will be a happy day 
if. rightly exercised by the goodness of 
God. they shall give him their heart*.

God's Mercy Endurwth Forever. 


In the Psalin from -which our text is 


taken the Prophet David repeats this 
sentiment of Thanksgiving to God be- 
cause of (he ever-conUnuance of his 
mercy, twenty-six times. Our English 
translation does not give us the exact 
thought, however. Property translated 
it would read, "O give thanks, for his 
mercy endureth ever." The word evcr- 
tiiote nearly represents the thought of 
the Hebrew, which signifies tiot for- 
ercr. but to a. completion. As long as 
there is any use for mercy. God's mer- 
cy will continue. When the great Di- 
viue Program shall have been accom- 
plished. when "every creature jin heav- 
en. and in earth, and under the earth. 
shall be beard saying. Praise and glo- 
ry and honor, dominion and might be 
unto him that sitteth upon the Throne 
and unto the Lamb forever" (Revela- 
tion T. 13). then there will no longer 
be need for mercy: mercy will hare 
accomplished its work. 


Mercy signifies the setting aside of 


justice in some manner, for some rea- 
son. 
Justice is__ the foundation of 


God's throne- the foundation of the 
Divine Government^ Justice had cou- 
trol of Father Adam and offered him 
eternal life in an Eden home, as a re- 
ward for obedience; or death, extinc- 
tion. as the penalty for disobedience. 
As Divine Wisdom had foreknown. 
man disobeyed and tbe penalty of Jus- 
tice. "Dying thou shalt die." was exe- 
cuted. Through heredity all of Ad- 
am's race became Involved — all inher- 
ited sinful tendencies and dying con- 
stitutions. 


For more than two thousand years 


death reigned under the edict of Jus- 
tice, and our race as a whole were sub- 
ject to It A little later the Law Cov- 
enant was made •with Israel— one na- 
tion out of many. It seemed to offer 
mercy, but did not. They were placed 
under tbe Law aud were merely offer- 
ed eternal life if they could keep tbe 
Law— which they could not keep, be- 
cause of inherited blemishes, moral 
and physical. 
_, 


It was over four thousand years 


from tbe time Justice struck tbe fatal 
blow, nntil Divine mercy stepped for- 
ward with the healing balm. God's 
mercy is his love in active operation 
for tbe relief of tbe condemned. Al- 
though God i« Love, and hence m^st 
always have been loving and kind and 
merciful of disposition, yet this qual- 
ity of his character was held in re- 
straint as respects condemned men for 
more than forty centuries. 
So tbe 


Apostle exp'ains. saying. "Herein was 
manifested tbe love of God. in that he 
sent his only-begotten Son into the 
world" "tbnt whosoever bclievetb in 
him should not perish, but hare ever- 
lasting life"' (I John iv. 9: .Tobn iii. 16). 


But meantime the darkness of sin I 


and the misrepresentations of Divine j 
character by the Adversary had so op- j 
erated upon the fallen race that— eyes j 
had they, but they saw not: ears had j 
they, but they understood not: hearts j 
had they, but they comprehended not, : 
the message of Divine mercy. 
They 


fulfilled the Scriptures in slaying tbe 
One sent for their relief. 
And they 


have misunderstood, slandered, ma- 
ligned. "killed" his followers— the few 
blessed with the bearing ears and tbe 
understanding hearts and the eyes of 
faith. These few constitute what the 
Scriptures designate the true Church 
»f God. inc<o<hn? the Aposiles and ail 
the faithful throughout tbis Age— the 
household of faith, "the Church of the 
First-Borns. whose names are written 
in heaven" (Hebrews xii. 23>. These 
constitute tbe Little Flock, to whom it 
is the Father's good pleasure to gire 
tbe Kins?doin. which shortly (Messi- 
fth's Kingdom* is to bless and uplift 
the world, operating through natural 
Israel

Ue 
is empowered to uive the earthly 
rights which be eacHncially laid down 
for Adam aud bis «<•«?—to so many of 
them as will accept tbe perfection of 
human nature and Us rights and priv- 
ileges upon terms in harmony witb tbe 
Divine Law—the remainder he will de- 
stroy, annihilate "as brute beasts" <1I 
Peter ii. 12; Acts iii, 23). 


As though all this were uot suffi- 


ciently wonderful; as though nub all 
this the Heavenly Father's Wisdom. 
Justice. Lo\e aud Power would uot 
be suificieutly illustrated, exemplified. 
God added another feature. 
Before 


beginning to deal with tbe world as a 
whole, to give back to the willing and 
obedient of tbe race human perfectiou 
and an earthly Eden Paradise aud 
eternal life; before commencing this 
work of restitution (Acts Hi. ll>>, tbe 
Father made known to the Son anoth- 
er feature of his Plan. He would give 
to the Son a Bride, a class selected 
from amongst tbe fallen race—called, 
chosen, faithful orercomers. These, 
as tbe Joint-Heirs of the Secoad 
Adam, will share witb him in the up- 
lifting of those of Adam's race who 
will become the children of Christ 
through obedience aud adoption. 


Tb« «!•!-:« sm» testings of all those 


who will become the Bride of Christ 
must be similar to those of the Re- 
deemer. 
They must suffer with him 


if they woa!d reign witb him. As be 
sacrificed his earthly life aud rights 
aud interests, so must they. He ex- 
horted them. "Present your bodies lir- 
ing sacrifices, holy and acceptable to 
God. a reasonable service" (Romans 
xii. 1). True, there is a difference be- 
tween these followers of Jesus and tbe 
Captain of their salvation. 
He was 


brought into tbe world holy, harmless, 
nndefiled and separate from sinners; 
hence his sacrifice is a perfect one. 
Those accepted as bis members, as his 
Bride, belong to the race of sinners. 
They were ''children of wrath even as 
others" (Kpbesians ii. 3). Their ac- 
ceptance as sacrifices, therefore, was 
not possible except as the great Cap- 
tain of their Salvation imputed to those 
sacrifices a sufficiency of the merit of 
his sacrifice to compensate for their 
defects and to make their sacrifices ac- 
ceptable to tbe Father with his and as 
a part of his—they being counted in 
with him as "members of his Body." 


My dear friends, those of us who 


'hare the eye of faith and the hearing 
of faith to appreciate this, the Message 
of God's Word, may surely be thankful 
to the last degree. What more could 
our Heavenly Father do for us than he 
has done—redeeming us. Inviting us 
to a new nature, giving ns the aids by 
the way. and making ns sharers in the 
Kingdom glory of bis Son? More than 
Uiis. he has been blessing our friends, 
our children, our parents, our neigh- 
bors, the heathen—all of mankind, of 
one family. 


Thank* Becaus* God Is Good. 


"O, give thanks unto f'ae Lord, for be 


is good; for his mercy endureth for- 
ever!" 
During this Gospel Age his 


mercy has been manifest to all those 
who taKe up their cross and follow 
Jesu«. By and by these will be glori- 
fied by the "First Resurrection." Then 
his mercy will return to natural Israel, 
under the Xew Covenant (Jeremiah 
xsri.
